Special Meeting Enlivens 
Rodeo Preparations 


An undercurrent of activity 
and elaborate planning is under¬ 
way in Coleman these days with¬ 
out much fanfare or show . . . 
these things will come Friday 
and Saturday when the Cole¬ 
man Board of Trade unwraps 
the 1952 version of a wild west 
rodeo. 

When the horses have gone 
and the dust has settled, resi¬ 
dents of the Crows Nest Pass will 
have witnessed one of the great¬ 
est shows ever produced in this 
area . . . thanks to the unherald¬ 
ed work of this association. 

Sensing that any show of this 
calibre is worth showing twice, 
the committee have set aside 
two days for the event this year, 
with a rodeo on both Friday eve¬ 
ning and Saturday afternoon. 
The Mammoth parade complete 
with Indians, is scheduled for 
Saturday morning at 10.30 with 
a carnival in the arena both 
nights. 

Trained cutting horses .... 
clowns fighting bulls . . . roman 
riding over automobiles . . these 
are thrown in with the thrilling 
contests between some of the 
world’s greatest cowboys com¬ 
peting for $1500 in cash prizes. 
If you have found amazement 


in the abilities of a sheep dog 
rounding up the herd unassist¬ 
ed, be sure and see the same 
thing performed by these cut¬ 
ting horses. 

Roman riding over an auto¬ 
mobile is beyond describing. This 
spectacular act must be seen to 
be appreciated. Once you have 
watched it you will never forget 
it. Dick and Pauline Pickard, the 
artists, offer you this amazing 
feat as well as holding you spell¬ 
bound with fancy roping, riding, 
and comedy numbers. 

The s tops in clowning is being 
presented this year when the two 
hilarious fun men tickle your 
ribs with their antics and hold 
you in tension when they tackle 
the Brahma Bulls. Rave notices 
from other centres class these 
two as the tops in entertain¬ 
ment. 

The smell of peanuts, ham¬ 
burgers and'hot dogs, the cheer¬ 
ing for contestants and sigh of 
just missing a major win on the 
crown and anchor are all yours 
at the rodeo grounds and the 
arena for these two days. You 
owe it to yourself and your fam¬ 
ily to attend this the finest pre¬ 
sentation that Coleman has ever 
offered. 


“It appears that everything 
that we do for this town must 
be paid for in dollars and cents. 
The rodeo was started with an 
idea to promote civic service and 
a great many of us are up to our 
neck in this project . . . doing it 
for'Coleman, If it is to bp a 
money making affair for differ¬ 
ent individuals, then we should 
bury it.” This is roughly the re¬ 
marks made by Ray Spillers as 
he called for all our support for 
the Coleman Rodeo at the spec¬ 
ial meeting in the Grand Union 
Hotel on June 18. 

Rodeo secretary J. R. Hill pre¬ 
sided over the meeting and was 
emphatic in his statements that 
more must be done and in a 
hurry to assure a harmonious 
show. A brief regime of the work 
to this date showed an increased 
tempo necessary and the assem¬ 
bly settled down to constructive 
thinking with' a result that a 
great many unfinished items 
were disposed of. 

The annual carnival received 
a temporary setback when Acme 
Novelty failed to hold the days 
of the Coleman show open. Hutt 
Harris Importing stepped in to 
fill the breech at the last mo¬ 
ment and assured the conynittee 
of all equipment for a first class 
carnival, providing Coleman sup¬ 
plies the booths and personnel. 
Joe D’Appolonia was appointed 
Carnival Manager with Orazio 
Celli chairman in charge of 
booth construction at the arena. 
Joe Malanchuk will supervise 
construction of booths at the 
grounds and the Grand Union. 

Concessions proved the second 
obstacle that had to be straight¬ 
ened out and came m for con¬ 


siderable discussion: F. Abous- 
safy will serve again this year in 
the large task of checking stores 
in and out, while his son Edwin 
has been appointed concessions 
manager. All booth operators 
will receive assistance and be 
responsible to this manager. As¬ 
sistance in seeing that supplies 
flow continously to the various 
booths will be given by J. Owen, 
L. Owen, J. Allen,jr. and Bobby 
Park. Following the allotting of 
booths to Joe Machowski, Joe 
Kryczka, J Bayon, A. Tappano, 
W. Kolyk, W Ferby. C. Picard 
and M. Dunford, a list of neces¬ 
sary equipment was made and 
located. 

The meeting was also inform¬ 
ed that assistant arena manager 
J. Wilkie had made a trip % 
Bdmonton and assured the show 
of stock and feed. 

Publicity was found to be well 
looked after, the P.A. truck hav¬ 
ing already visited some centres^ 
and more trips planned. P. Dick- “ 
ieson will handle the filming of 
the show this year, while J. Al¬ 
len arranges for window adver¬ 
tising. R. Pattinsoh volunteered 
to look after a window display 
for the feature acts of the show. 

Parade discussion resulted in 
C. Picard, of Canada Packers 
volunteering to contact Blair- 
more and Bellevue merchants 
regarding floats. 

R. Pattinson came forward a 
second time to volunteer his ser¬ 
vice this time in agreeing to 
contact a work crew to do a lot 
of necessary work in preparing 
the grounds. A police patrol will 
be supplied for the fences by 
the Polish Combatants Society. 


Board of Trade Pres. Safer Approach to 
Urqes Full Support Grounds Provided 


Hod Pharis, composer of “Call 
of the Mountains” at present 
number one on the Canadian 
Western Hit Parade, will take 
part in the annual Coleman 
Rodeo. 

Mr. Pharis and his wife (nee 
Audrey Holstead) and young son 
will be visiting in Coleman dur¬ 
ing the Rodeo, and Hod has been 
prevailed upon by the Stampede 
committee to lend his talent to 
the western show. It is hoped 
that he will be featured in the 
parade Saturday morning and 


sing a cpuple of times during the 
afternoon performance. 

Mr. Pharis is not unknown to 
western fans throughout the 
province, having been associated 
with such well known radio 
shows as C.F.C.N.’s “Old Timers” 
and the “Ray Little Show.” Sales 
on the recording of his popular 
song is making him well known 
throughout the U.S.A. and Can¬ 
ada, and the rodeo committee 
have expressed their pleasure at 
having such a noted artist for 
their show. 


In the interest of safety, Cole¬ 
man Board of Trade approach¬ 
ed the town council asking them 
to consider improving that por¬ 
tion of the road that leads to 
the Coleman Rodeo Grounds. 
Agreement was reached and 
work started last week. 

In an effort to eliminate the 
crossing of the main highway, 
equipment was used to remove 
obstacles so that cars can follow 
the road to the curling rink 
through the underpass, swing 
left and run parallel to the main 
highway and turn into the 
grounds.

Lethbridge, and has been in¬ 
formed that those in charge de¬ 
sire that he stress the import¬ 
ance of the coal industry to the 
nation. West Canadian Colleries 
at Blairmore have requested 
that he attend an Informal 
meeting with them during the 
afternoon, whereby he may see. 
the workings and ask any ques¬ 
tions pertaining to the industry. 
The same day he has been asked 
to visit Coleman Colleries, where 
a similar offer will be made. 

Further attempts to publicize 
the district and its produce have 
been made by asking represent¬ 
atives of Associated Press, Ca¬ 
nadian Press and British United 
Press to attend the address. 

Among those attending will be 
W. C. Whittaker, Commissioner 
Secretary of the Western Can¬ 
ada Bitumous Coal Operators 
Association, and Mrs. Whittaker 
of Calgary. T. G. Ewart, presi¬ 
dent of the C.N.P. Coal Co. and 
president of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce for the 
East Kootenay District, and Mrs. 
Ewart will attend. Mr. Ewart has 
signified his intentions to intro¬ 
duce the guest speaker, J. A. 
Brusset, vice-president of West 
Canadian Colleries will move a 
vote of thanks from the com¬ 
pany and the Blairmore Board of 
Trade, while Harry Wilton Clark, 
general manager of Coleman 
Colleries, is expeeted to convey 
the thanks of his company and 
the Coleman Board.

J. F. WILKIE 

Coming to Coleman in March 
1942 from Brooks, Jim Wilkie 
first became associated with 
Sentinel Motors. In 1945 he 
branched out for himself and 
took over the present White 
Rose Service Station. Selling his 
interests in this venture in 1947, 
he purchased the McColl-Front- 
enac Service Station which he 
owns and operates as The Motor¬ 
drome. 

Although actively engaged in 
the automobile business, the first 
love of the “Brooks Farmer” 
leaned towards horses, cows and 
calves. In 1946 with assistance 
from a number of enthusiasts, 
the first Coleman Rodeo was 
staged under the guidance of 
Herman Linder as Arena Direct¬ 
or with Jim Wilkie ably support¬ 
ing as assistant director. 

In this first year, long and 
hard hours of work were put in 
constructing the judges stand, 
corrals, chutes, grandstand, 
catch-pens and ground improve¬ 
ment. 

The success of the initial en¬ 
terprise was beyond expectations 
and in no small measure may be 
attributed to the zeal and drive 
of big Jim. 

In the years 1947-1952 “Mr. 
Rodeo” has served as Chairman 
and Assistant Arena Director 
and still has found time to act 
on the Grounds Committee, put¬ 
ting up wire and split-rail fences, 
digging post-holes, contracting 
for stock, loading, unloading and 
herding stock, distributing ad¬ 
vertising, lending assistance to 
the Parade Committee and look¬ 
ing after many other details. 

As we might expect, this year 
will be no exception and we find 
him today in the grip of rodeo 
fever. 

This southern comer of Alber¬ 
ta in general and Coleman in 
particular, owe much to the pro¬ 
moter of our Rodeo. One of the 
surest ways of expressing the 
gratitude due him will be to keep 
the turnstiles clicking steadily 
when the seventh show is pre¬ 
sented on July 4th and 5th.

HERMAN UNDER 

The record of the Arena Direc¬ 
tor, Herman Linder, is a cross- 
section of rodeo history. Un¬ 
doubtedly one of the world’s top 
cowboys, Herman started in the 
game at twelve years of age and 
in his day has ridden in all maj¬ 
or rodeo events in North Amer¬ 
ica, England and Australia. In 
1929 he won the Saddle Bronc 
Riding and the Bareback Buck¬ 
ing Horse Riding championships 
at the Calgary Stampede. From 
1931 to 1940 he won the Cana¬ 
dian All-round Championship 7 
times and the North American 
All-round Championship five 
times. He captured the Canadian 
Saddle Bronc Riding title again 
in 1934 and again in 1938; the 
Bareback Bucking Horse Riding 
championship in 1929, 1934 and 
1936; the Wild Steer Riding 
championship four times from 
1934 to 1940. At Sydney, Austra¬ 
lia, in 1936 and again in 1938, 
Herman won the International 
title. In 1933 he won the world’s 
Bareback Bucking Horse Riding 
Championship at M a d is o n 
Square Garden. With a Director 
of this calibre who knows the 
rodeo business from the ground 
up, Coleman spectators are as¬ 
sured of a fast-moving, well reg¬ 
ulated show. 


To all who read these lines I 
extend my most cordial welcome 
to our town and rodeo. 

For several years now you 
have been successfully enter¬ 
tained at these special events 
which our community has pro¬ 
vided. To plan all this for your 
entertainment requires months 
of planning ... to plan this 
well takes leadership, and 
the leaders that our town is 
able to furnish are typical av¬ 
erage persons without any spec¬ 
ial talents for this kind of work, 
except a well developed sense of 
citizenship responsibility.

Cadets End Season 
With Overnight 
Manouvers 

Twelve cfldets from Coleman 
and BlairmorX under the com¬ 
mand of Lt. F. Mascaro and Sgt. 
R. Lowe, underwent tactical 
training and staged a mock bat¬ 
tle during a two day bivouac at 
Castle Mountain Forest Reserve 
last Saturday and Sunday.

Proski and J. Joseph. 

Plans for the next day’s mock 
battle were made the first night 
and a demonstration of tracer 
fire given by Lieut. Mascaro. 
During the entire night each ca¬ 
det took his turn at patrolling 
the camp for one hour. 

Camp inspection was conduct¬ 
ed by Lieut Mascato and Sgt. 
Lowe Sunday morning, following 
which the cadets left by foot for 
a large field where manouvers 
would be held. During the march 
cadets were instructed in the 
proper manner in which to hike 
down a road under combat con¬ 
ditions. Instructions in the var¬ 
ious types of field craft and tac¬ 
tics were outlined prior to the 
mock battle complete with 
blank shells.

ence of liquor. For conviction on 
the charge pf driving while his 
ability was impaired by alcohol, 
a driver automatically loses his 
driving licence for two months if 
it is the first offence and for one 
year for a second or subsequent 
offence.

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returned to the Immigration 
sheds, transferred their cloth¬ 
ing to sacks and locked the food 
in their trunks. 

The following day they receiv¬ 
ed employment with the C.P.R. 
and went as sectionmen to Clan- 
william, west of Revelstoke, B.C. 
Mr. Gushul worked under a Finn 
foreman who considered his 
youth and gave him easy tasks. 
The prevailing wage for a ten 
hour day at this time was $1.50. 
Mr. Gushul at one time put in 
his entire shift picking huckle 
berries for -the foreman who 
made shipments daily. 

While working he sent money 
home regularly to his mother 
and sister Mrs. Pearl Baker, now 
of Coleman. When winter came 
and the job ended he left for 
Winnipeg again with roughly 
$40. Joining three other new Ca¬ 
nadians at Winnipeg, he went 
to Vita, Man., where they found 
homes for the winter. Farmer 
friends of the trio provided them 
with an empty house. A pig was 
purchased at 5c per pound, a 
young calf, 2 sacks of flour, 50 
tbs. cottage cheese and various 
vegetables, bringing their cost of 
living for a seven month period 
to $3.25 per month. Board and 
room including washing could be 
had at this time for $4 per 
month. 

During this winter Mr. Gushul 
wrote and read letters for illiter¬ 
ate newcomers, paving the way 
for a school that he conducted 
the next two winters, teaching 
the children of that area how to 
read and write Ukrainian. 

During the next two summers 
he found work with the C.N.R. 
and C.P.R. in various parts of 
Alberta and B.C. During the 
summer of 1908 he was with a 
C.N.R. steel gang, jumping the 
job with a group while working 
at Battleford. For 21 days they 
travelled with little or no food 
until they reached Edmonton. 
Leaving Edmonton they pro¬ 
ceeded to Field, B.C. and found 
employment with the C.P.R. on 
construction of the famed Spiral 
Tunnels. 

An outside worker on the pro¬ 
ject, Mr. Gushul was later called 
for work ihside the tunnel and 
started loading cars with rock 
from the blasting. Warnings 
were given that picks must be 
used to drag the rock and not 
to strike as striking might set 
off charges left by the blast. On 
his first shift inside Mr. Gushul 
escaped death when his partner 
struck a charge and was blown 
to bits. The fact that Mr. Gushul 
had just gone back around a 
turn to get a drink of water 
saved his life. Making a fast de¬ 
cision he turned in his time and 
left the project without finishing 
the shift. 

In 1909 he arrived in Coleman 
receiving employment at the 
mines and getting his start in 
photography. Purchasing a sec¬ 
ond hand and limited develop¬ 
ing kit from a Coleman chap, he 
started on a career that has 
made him famous throughout 
the Pass. 

Retaining his mine job he 
practiced developing, adding to 
his equipment and experience as 
the years went by, opening his 
first studio in Bush Town in 1918. 
These were the days of really 
poor streets and more than once 
Plant and Antle received a call 
to pull out a wedding party stuck 
in front of the Gushul Studio. 
As years passed and Gushul’s 
negatives mounted in numbers 
the artist continued to take ad¬ 
vanced courses and receive dip¬ 
lomas. “This knowledge in turn 
was passed on to his son Evan, 
who as well entered another 
branch of the field, graduating 
as a platemaker, until today 
whether it be scenic, portrait, 
picture framing or the making 
of plates for newspaper repro¬ 
duction, the team of Gushul and 
son can do the work. 

No one needs be told the dip¬ 
lomas held by these two men or 
the quality of their work .. these 
things are evident in their pic¬ 
tures. 

A lover of music, Mr. Gushul, 
was a staunch supporter of the 
Music festivals and gave each of 
his children a musical education. 

Mr. Gushul married the form¬ 
er Lena Sawiek, m Coleman 
United church on Sept. 19, 1914, 
the Rev. T. Murray officiating. 
Five children were the result of 
this union, four living today. 
Evan, Paraska (Mrs. J. W. Nel¬ 
son) and Pollyanna (Mrs. K. 
Snowden) all reside in Coleman, 
another daughter Nadia (Mrs. 
Geo. Rose) resides at Yellow¬ 
knife.

That’s the word for our

When in town for the RODEO 
don’t forget to visit 


Someone once told writer that 
if he lived in Coleman for a few 
years and moved away, he would 
if liked at all, probably be pre¬ 
sented with a picture of Crows 
Nest Mountain or another of 
Gushul’s fine pictures. A new re¬ 
sident of the district we con¬ 
strued the meaning to be that 
Gushul’s had a monopoly on the 
gift business or that the pur¬ 
chaser followed the path of the 
least resistance and bought the 
usual gift. 

However on seeing a Gushul 
scene and knowing the true 
story of the photographer, one 
must change his mind. The very 
first glance at a Gushul scenic 
shot shows the ultimate in bal¬ 
ance, contrast and harmony. It 
is the work of a patient and 
gifted person . . . and as we have 
learned, the work of a man that 
has struggled and worked to¬ 
wards an end, this end being 
perfection if possible. With an 
eye for nature and a love for 
beauty, he once thrilled to the 
plan of capturing Crows Nest 
Lake in serenity. For seven years 
he traversed the road to the 
lakes waiting to catch them 
serene and mirror like. After 
more than 5,000 miles and count¬ 
less hours had been consumed 
his patience was rewarded and 
the rare scene recorded for pos¬ 
terity. 

Such a patience is unsually 
credited to character, yet in the 
case of Thos. Gushul it should 
as well be a tribute to the man¬ 
ner in which he moulded this 
character. 

A native of the Western Uk¬ 
raine, he arrived in Canada in 
1906 following a hectic and 
somewhat dangerous escape 
from his homeland. At the age 
when he would soon be called 
for military service, he was not' 
allowed a passport to leave his 
home. Dealing with a travel 
agency at Antwerp he proceeded 
to a border town without this 
document. A representative of 
the agency arranged hiS leav¬ 
ing with customs officials. 

Accompanied by his brother- 
in-law Mike Nish (Knysz) who 
came to his death in a mine 
accident at the McGillivray mine 
in 1915, he spent two weeks in 
Antwerp then boarded the 
freighter Montezuma packed 
with immigrants bound for Can¬ 
ada. The two weeks in Antwerp 
proved a serious drain to their 
finances with the result that 
they travelled with little or no 
food. Dishonest stewards snared 
the lions share of the ships’ 
stores and pedalled it to the 
travellers in their bunks at 
night. 

Arriving at St. John in May 
1906, the two travellers had a 
solitary dime between them. 
This was used in the purchase 
of a large loaf of bread cut in 
half and shared equally. Equip¬ 
ped with a ticket through to 
Winnipeg they travelled without 
food as far west as Montreal 
then received rations every 24 
hours through the kindness of 
a fellow traveller. 

At Winnipeg they were met by 
immigration officials and taken 
to the Immigration sheds on 
Henry Avenue. Situated in the 
heart of Winnipeg’s dense Jew¬ 
ish second hand stores, both new 
citizens were forced to part with 
valuable watches in order to get 
money to eat. Of this $1.50 a 
piece they each kept $1.00 for 
their fee to the employment 
agency should they find work. 
With the balance of fifty cents 
each they purchased a piece 7 
loaves of stale bread, and 25c 
worth of smoked sausages. With 
food enough for two weeks they

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A New Index 


Our Economy 
Has Changed 


CANADIANS ARE PRESENTED periodically with a cost of living 
index which indicates the trend of prices of a variety of essential com¬ 
modities used from day to day. For some time the trend was steadily 
upward and the figures verified the fact that living costs rose over an 
extended period in all parts of the country. It has recently been announced 
that the form of the index is to be changed and that shortly the barometer 
of prices will be known as the Consumer Price Index instead of the Cost 
of Living Index. The new title is only one of several changes which are 
to be made in this periodic report of the nation’s living costs. 

In the future, the index will be based on prices 
which prevailed in 1949, instead of on the pre-war 
basis of prices as they were in the years from 1935 
to 1939. This will automatically lower the figures 
in the report and perhaps give a more accurate indication of price trends, 
since there have been many changes in our economy since the pre-war 
period. It has been found that the method used to determine tfye index 
should also be changed since living conditions have altered since the 
present system was set up. A recent survey showed that in the past few 
years Canadians have tended to spend more on food and household opera¬ 
tion and that because property ownership has increased, rent is a less 
common item in many family budgets. With these and other changes in 
mind it has been decided that in the future food will be given a higher 
percentage in the index, the clothing group cut slightly, and other altera¬ 
tions ma<je in keeping with the changes in the spending habits of the 
people. 

Statistics which concern the daily life of the 
Has Attracted people are always interesting but they are also, 
Wide Interest of value in -many ways to business men and t: 

who direct the nation's economy. The cost of 
living index has attracted wide interest in recent years because it has 
presented to the people in a clear form the changes in living costs in Can¬ 
ada. It is, perhaps, well that it has been decided to bring the index up 
to date with the spending habits of the people and to a basis more closely 
related to our present standard of living. While prices have risen con¬ 
siderably, employment rates have also increased and incomes in many 
cases have reached record heights. The cost of living index has been 
alarmingly high at times, but it has not told the whole story, and the new 
index will perhaps give a more accurate picture of conditions as they 
are now.

In Traffic 
Regulations 


DO: 


. Have yourself and vehicle prop¬ 
erly registered with the board. 

2. Have your vehicle in good me¬ 
chanical order (Especially brakes). 

3. Properly sign your operator’s 
license. 

4. Be in good physical condition 
when driving a vehicle. 

5. Make yourself conversant with 
the Traffic regulations. 

6. Signal to indicate what your in¬ 
tentions are for the benefit of the 
other vehicle operators (They can’t 

- read your mind). 

7. Report any accident in which 
you have been involved to the near¬ 
est R.C.M.P. office as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

8. Remain at the scene of an acci¬ 
dent in which you have been involv¬ 
ed (You may save a life. You may 
also avoid prosecution, since it is an 
offence to leave tlifr-scene" Of an ac¬ 
cident before exchanging names, ad¬ 
dresses, etc.). 

9. Drive your vehicle On the right 
side of the highway. 

10. Stop before entering a provin¬ 
cial highway from a sideroad, drive¬ 
way, etc. 

11. Dim your lights when another 
vehicle is approaching from the op¬ 
posite direction. 

DON'T: 

1. Exceed the limit of 50 miles per 
hour. (Trucks 40 m.p.h.) 

2. Drive when you have been in¬ 
dulging in liquor refreshments. I 

3. Drive your vehicle on the high¬ 
way without the proper lighting de¬ 
vices, including the clearance lights 
on trucks having a width of 80 
inches or over. 

4. Park on the left side of the 
highway. (A highway, as described 
in the vehicles act, includes streets 
of a village, town or city or any 
other place used by the public for 
auto traffic). 

5. Allow anyone to ride on the ex¬ 
terior of your vehicle. (Both you and J 
the passenger are liable for prosecu¬ 
tion). 

6. Overcrowd the driver's compart¬ 
ment of your vehicle. 

7. Drive your vehicle without hav¬ 
ing good visibility, in all directions. 

8. Leave your unlighted vehicle 
parked on the highway after dark. 

9. Pass cattle on the highway at 
a speed over 15 m.p.h. 

10. (A bicycle is a ‘Vehicle’ as de¬ 
scribed in the Act and the driver 
thereof must comply with the regu¬ 
lations generally referring to the 
rules of the road).

Six Things To 
Do If You Are 
In An Accident 

1. In case of serious damage or 
injury, notify the nearest law en¬ 
forcement agency at once. Summon 

1 ambulance if necessary. 

2. Do not attempt to move an in¬ 
jured person unless there . is imme¬ 
diate danger of further injury. Keep 
the crowd back. Give first aid until 
the ambulance arrives. 

3. If the accident occurs at night, 
warn other motorists by placing 
lighted flares at least 100 yards in 
each direction on the highway. 

4. Record the following informa¬ 
tion for later reference— 

a. Date, time and location of ac¬ 
cident. 

b. Other driver’s name, age, ad¬ 
dress. 

c. His operator’s license number, 
state and date issued. 

d. His vehicle license number, 
make and year. 

e. Owner’s name and address. 

f. Description of damage to ve¬ 
hicles or other property; na¬ 
ture and extent of injuries to 
occupants. 

t Names, addresses of at least 
three witnesses. 

h. Name and address of other 
driver’s Insurance company. 

5. If there is serious damage or 
injury, you are required to submit a 
report within a specified time in most 
Provinces and states. This should be 
made at the earliest possible time 
to make the accident a matter of 
record, should' there be liability 
volved. 

6. If you are insured, notify the 
nearest agent of your insurance com¬ 
pany as soon as possible. It is his 
job to look out for' your, interests.

Many a bruised or gashed foot can 
be prevented if you promise yourself 
not to run in the sand. Buried rocks 
and broken glass are beach hazards. 

Always swim in the presence of at 
least one other good swimmer in an 
area patrolled' by the life guards. 
Strong currents or muscle cramps 
overcome even the strongest 
swimmers. 

Conservatively estimate your long 
distance swimming ability Long 
distance swimmers should be accom¬ 
panied by other good swimmers, or 
preferably by a. boat. 

When swimming in a strange area, 
learn the current characteristics 
from the life guards present. This 
precaution will keep you from being 
caught in strong currents 
tides. 

Always make certain of the depth 
of the water before doing any diving 
from piers or rocks.

At night they meet in the Flora 
Dora Saloon, where Diamond-Tooth¬ 
ed Gertie and Klondyke Katie (now 
in her eighties) danced the can-can. 

“I remember Christie Johnson of¬ 
fering Cecily Marion her weight in 
gold if she’d marry him,” says old 
Charlie Benguelesta. “They stood 
over there, under them gold letters 
F-L-O-R-A D-O-R-A.” 

Ed Andersen, another old-timer, 
recalls what happened when Swift- 
water Gates struck it rich. “He was 
a dishwasher,” he says, “but when 
he hit pay-dirt he bought a top hat 
and strutted like a peacock. 

“Another lucky one was Harry 
Gleave. Harry came in with one dol¬ 
lar in his pocket and an axe over his 
shoulders, struck gold, won the Flora 
Dora over a game of poker, and 
made a fortune.” 

Ed himself was both lucky and un¬ 
lucky. He panned thousands of dol- 
worth of gold dust in two days, 
but somebody hit him over the head 
with a champagne bottle, since then 
he has not been able to remember 
where his claim was! 

Such are the stories you could hear 

the Flora Dora Saloon, now re¬ 
named the Royal Alexander Hotel. 

The town’s social life centred on 
the saloon. In a conspicuous place 
on the bar were scales for weighing 
gold dust. One bar-room attendant 
gathered enough dust from the floor 
sawdust to buy himself a rich mining 
Claim, 

Fortunes were lost in gold roulette 
and faro, and what the gambling- 
room didn’t get was spent on drink 
and the dance-hall girls. 

Once the fourth largest town in 
Canada, Dawson’s population today is 
not above 450 men, women, and chil¬ 
dren, and on every side is evidence 
of the Gold Rush days in which it 
still lives. 

The fire-engine standing on a plot 
of land near one of the shops looks 
like a Tfiermos flask on wheels — it 

must be BO years old. Children clam¬ 
ber over the stage coach in which 
the fabulous can-can girls, the nun, 
Mother Mary Mark, and men like 
Bull Ballantyne and E. K. Clark rode 
between their cabins and “the city”. 

Today E. K. Clark lives in a cave 
oi) Bonanza Creek, where two men 
made the strike that set the Yukon 
aflame in ’98. “He’s 76, and he hasn’t 
struck it rich yet,” said Bull Ballan¬ 
tyne. “And he does his gold panning 
on his knees—because his legs are 
paralyzed.” 

A big man is Bull Ballantyne. They 
say he carried a piano over the Whtie 
Pass on a sledge and floated it up 
the Yukon River on a raft. Today 
he does odd jobs and tinkers with a 
1917 Ford. Older by six years is the 
car in which Jim Diamond drives you 
to the airstrip when you leave. 

The mining officials drive big, shin¬ 
ing American cars; there is a school 
for their children, a church, a hos¬ 
pital, a few shops, a jetty for the 
stern-wheeler paddle-boats that chug- 
chug up the Yukon with freight. And 
there is a Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police H.Q., where an old-timer nam¬ 
ed Jimmy Dines minds the telephone.
